The  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  attributable  to  school  attendance  in  the 
Urban  District  of  Halstead,  where  the  disease  was  prevalent. 

It  was  impossible  to  trace  the  cases  of  Scarlatina  at  Earls  Colne,  as  no 
cases  had  occurred  in  the  village  since  October,  1903. 

Two  of  the  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  admitted  to  the  Urban  Infectious 
Hospital,  and  one  remained  at  home,  as  he  was  an  only  child.  The  cottages 
in  each  instance  were  fumigated  at  once  on  removal  of  the  patient  to  hospital, 
or  recovery  of  the  patient. 

The  cases  of  Scarlatina  remained  at  home,  as  one  child  was  very  young  and 
could  not  be  separated  from  his  mother.  The  cottage  was  thoroughly  disin- 
fected on  the  recovery  of  the  patient. 

Measles.  This  disease  was  imported  into  Colne  Engaine  in  December — a child 

visited  an  infected  house  at  Cambridge  and  attended  school  during  the  stage  of 
incubation.  The  school  attendance  was  thereby  affected,  so  I advised  the 
managers  to  close  the  school  for  a fortnignt.  The  school  was  closed  from  5th 
December,  1904,  to  January  2nd,  1905,  and  in  the  interim  the  school  was 
thoroughly  cleansed. 

Zymotic  Case  Rate.  The  Zymotic  case  rate  was  1.30  per  thousand  of  population  as  per 
estimated  population  to  middle  of  1904. 

The  Local  Government  Board  sent  down  a Medical  Inspecter  in  Novem- 
ber to  enquire  into  the  Sanitary  condition  of  the  District.  He  was  accompanied 
by  Mr.  Bolt  (sanitary  inspector)  and  myself.  His  report  had  not  been 
received  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Earls  Colne  Drainage  consequence  of  my  last  report  the  Council  sought  the  advice  of  the 

and  Water  Supply.  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  (Dr.  Thresh)  and  he  accordingly  inspected 
the  village  and  made  a report,  which  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Council.

Births.  During  the  year  99  births  were  registered,  of  which  46  were  males  and 

53  females,  one  birth  was  illegitimate.  The  birth-rate  was  21-55  Per  thousand 
of  population,  estimated  to  middle  of  1904.  The  number  of  births  registered 
in  1903,  was  102,  and  in  1902,  103.  The  births  were  distributed  amongst  the 
various  parishes  as  follows  : Halstead  (Rural)  21,  Earls  Colne  39,  White  Colne 
12,  Colne  Engaine  9,  Pebmarsh  7,  Little  Maplestead  3,  and  Gosfield  8.

During  the  year  40  deaths  were  registered  (excluding  6 in  the  Workhouse 
and  one  in  the  Cottage  Hospital  belonging  to  the  District,)  19  being  males  and 
21  females.  The  corrected  death-rate  was  io'23  per  thousand  of  population, 
estimated  to  middle  of  1904.  The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  1903  was  51, 
and  in  1902,  62. 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  was  0*2 1 per  thousand  of  population  estimated  to 
middle  of  1904,  and  is  very  satisfactory.  It  consisted  of  one  death  from 
Whooping  Cough  in  a child  4 months  old. 

The  Infant  death  rate  was  70,  and  is  measured  by  the  proportion  of  deaths 
of  infants  under  one  year  to  births  registered,  and  is  expressed  as  so  many  per 
thousand  births.  This  year  it  included  one  from  Rickets,  one  from  Peritonitis 
caused  by  a fall  from  a trap,  one  from  Whooping  Cough,  one  from  enlarged 
Liver,  one  from  Congenital  Heart  Disease  and  two  from  Premature  Birth. 
The  Infant  death  rate  in  England  and  Wales  for  1900  was  154.  In  London 
the  average  Infant  mortality  is  about  155. 

Three  deaths  were  due  to  Phthisis  (Consumption),  seven  to  Chest 
Affections  (Pneumonia,  Bronchitis  and  Pleurisy),  one  to  Whooping  Cough, 
three  to  Cancer,  one  to  Rheumatism,  eight  to  Heart  Disease,  two  to  Apoplexy 
aiD  fifteen  to  all  other  diseases.  One  was  due  to  violence  (Peritonitis),  a child 
9 months  old  was  accidently  thrown  from  a trap. 

Seven  were  those  of  children  under  one  year,  one  between  5 and  15  years 
of  age,  one  between  15  and  25  years  of  age,  nine  between  25  and  65  years  of 
age,  and  twenty-two  were  over  65  years  of  age. 

The  deaths  were  distributed  in  the  parishes  as  follows  : Halstead  Rural 
six  (plus  one  in  Cottage  Hospital),  Gosfield  two,  Earls  Colne  seventeen  (plus 
three  in  Workhouse),  White  Colne  four  (plus  two  in  Workhouse),  Colne 
Engaine  three,  Pebmarsh  four  (pi  us  one  in  Workhouse),  Little  Maplestead  four. 

The  Natural  increase  of  population  was  52.

For  the  Year  ended  December  31st,  1904. 


The  following  cases  have  been  reported  under  the  Infectious  Disease 
(Notification)  Act : — 

Fifty-nine  cases  of  Chicken  Pox — 

Two  in  Great  Yeldham  ; 

Three  in  Stam  bourne  ; 

Ten  in  Ridgewell ; 

Four  in  Little  Yeldham  ; 

Fourteen  in  Sible  Hedingham  ; 

Twenty-six  in  Castle  Hedingham. 

These  were  notified  : One  in  February,  one.  in  April,  three  in  May, 
fifteen  in  June,  twenty-two  in  July,  eleven  in  August,  three  in 
September,  two  in  October,  and  one  in  November. 

Five  cases  of  Erysipelas — 

One  in  Ridgewell  ; 

Four  in  Sible  Hedingham  ; 

One  of  which  proved  fatal. 

These  were  notified  : One  each  in  February,  March,  and  July,  and  two 
in  November. 

One  case  in  Sible  Hedingham  in  October  ; removed  to  Isolation 
Hospital  for  treatment,  and  house  fumigated  by  Inspector. 

Twenty -nine  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever— 

Twenty-six  in  Castle  Hedingham  ; 

Three  in  Sible  Hedingham. 

These  were  notified  : One  in  October,  sixteen  in  November,  and  twelve 
in  December. 

Nine  of  these  cases  were  removed  to  the  Hedingham  Isolation  Hospital, 
and  during  the  time  this  was  full  thirteen  cases  were  removed  to  the 
Halstead  Urban  Isolation  Hospital.  The  other  seven  cases  were  treated  at 
their  respective  homes.

I have  reason  to  believe  that  this  outbreak  originated  in  a very  mild  case, 
which  was  not  reported,  and  for  which  no  medical  attendance  was  sought, 
the  child  going  about  as  usual.  The  respective  houses  were  fumigated  bv 
the  Inspector  immediately  on  the  removal  of  cases  to  Hospital,  or  on  con- 
valescence where  cases  were  treated  at  home. 

On  November  14th  I recommended  the  closure  of  the  National  School, 
Castle  Hedingham,  till  the  28th,  and  on  November  16th  the  closure  of  the 
British  School,  Castle  Hedingham,  till  the  28th,  on  account  of  the  epidemic 
of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  parish.  During  the  closure  both  Schools  were 
thorough^  fumigated  with  formalin. 

On  December  5th  I recommended  that  the  National  School  should  be 
again  closed  till  after  the  Christmas  holidays  on  account  of  the  renewed 
outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  amongst  children  attending  this  School. 

On  November  25th  I recommended  the  closure  of  Ridgewell 
National  School ; and  011  December  1st  the  closure  of  Tilbury  National 
School,  on  account  of  an  epidemic  of  Whooping  Cough  in  these  parishes  ; in 
the  first  instance  till  December  L 2 th , and  then  prolonged  till  after  the 
Christmas  holidays. 

I11  November  the  District  was  inspected  by  Dr.  Fletcher,  from  the  Local 
Government  Board,  but  his  report  has  not  yet  been  received. 

' Certificates  have  been  granted  for  twelve  new  houses  in  Sible  Hedingham 
and  one  in  Great  Yeldham. 

The  supply  from  a public  spring  in  the  Halstead  Road,  Sible  Hedingham, 
has  been  improved  and  protected. 

A new  receiver  has  been  sunk  and  properly  protected,  and  a pump  fixed 
at  the  spring  in  Bridge  Street,  Sible  Hedingham. 

At  Castle  Hedingham  four  privies  have  been  converted  into  w.c.’s,  and 
connected  to  sewer. 

The  drainage  of  Church  Street,  Sible  Hedingham,  has  been  several  times 
inspected  and  reported  on,  and  a new  bacterial  tank  and  filter  bed  are  about 
to  be  constructed. 

One  house  in  Sible  Hedingham  was  reported  as  being  unfit  for  habitation, 
but  is  now  undergoing  repair. 

The  Churchyard  at  Sible  Hedingham  is  full,  and  arrangements  are  being 
made  to  provide  a Cemetery  for  the  parish. 

Bye-laws  for  Drainage  and  Keeping  and  Slaughtering  of  Animals. 

All  Factories  and  Workshops  and  Workplaces  have  been  inspected.  In 
some  the  sanitary  arrangements  are  not  satisfactory,  but  will  shortly  be 
improved. 

These  have  all  been  inspected  and  are  in  good  condition. 

Have  all  been  inspected  and  are  in  a satisfactory  state. 
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Cowsheds. 


Births  and  Deaths. 


The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  have  been  inspected  and  fonnd  satisfactory. 
Two  additional  names  have  been  placed  on  the  Register  of  Cowkeepers. 

During  the  year  105  births  (56  male  and  49  female)  have  been  registered, 
to  compare  with  131  in  1901,  118  in  1902,  and  143  in  1903.  The  birth  rate 
has  been  18'43  per  1000.  Seven  births  were  illegitimate,  or  6.66  per  cent. 
These  occurred — three  in  Sible  Hedingham,  and  one  each  in  Castle 
Hedingham,  Toppesfield,  Ridgewell,  and  Tilbury. 

The  deaths  registered  numbered  82  (40  males  and  42  females),  to 
compare  with  64  in  1901,  77  in  1902,  and  56  in  1903.  The  death  rate 
has  been  14’398,  or,  corrected  by  the  addition  of  ten  deaths  in  the  Union 
Workhouse  and  one  in  the  County  Lunatic  Asylum  of  persons  belonging  to 
this  District,  16'33. 

The  death  rate  from  zymotic  diseases  has  been  1.22.  The  zymotic  case 
rate  has  been  16‘5. 

The  infant  mortality  was  104‘7  per  1.000  births. 

The  natural  increase  of  population  was  23.
